TheOhicagn Times has been an intense 


partisan paper since Cleveland was nom- 
inated. It has thrown all the vigor pos- 
sible in the campaign on tho sids ot the 
democratic party.

CHICAGO, Sept. 10.—Isaac Jacobson, 


Finn, aged 5-1 yoars, has paid tho penalty fo 
murder, on Tuesday morning, April !>9, 1SS1 
oC George Bodoll, a carpet cleaner, doin{ 
business at 263 North Clark street, this city 
The cxcution took place hi the corridor 
tho county jail, before a small audience ad 
mitted by ticket, at noon. Tho doomed mai 
had boon prepared for tho groat cbango b' 
Kcv. Charles Koornor, and had spent tho 
most of tho timo since he learned that th 
governor would not interfere reading hi 
Finnish IJible and in religious devotions. 


Tho murderer ivos full six feet tall, o 


largo frame and sinewy build. Hospok* 
hut poor English, but said ho could speak 
several othor languages, and otherwise was a 
vory ignorant man, but showed no signs of 
insanity, or of cunning, being apparentlj 
simply destitute of.moral sonso. He was un 
married, and has, if any relatives, but one 
brother living. He was for a long time in 
tho Russian navy, was present at the battloa 
of Sobastojiol and Bulaklava, und has in his 
possession several medals and certificates ol 
gallant and meritorious conduct during tlio 
Crimean war.* Ho came to America eleven 
years ago, f.nd has spent mosit of his time 
since as a sailor on tho lakes, but when navi- 
gation was closed was engaged in other em- 
ployments. 


Ho worked for- his victim, George Bedell, 


for n short timo, a year ago, and at that 
timo threatened 1m lii'o about somo trivial 
matter. He canio to work for him again on 
Friday moruiug, April 25, the morning bo- 
lore the murder, at 52 a, day. 
Ho assisted in 


running a carpbt-boatiug machine. But on 
Saturday ho got drunk, and on Saturday 
afternoon had a tight with another workman, 
and ir.adu so much trouble that neither hu 
nor tho othor hands diet anything tho wbolo 
afternoon. 
In tho evening Mi's, Bedell, wlio 


paia tho men off, on tho instruction of her 
husband, docked Jacobson SI and paid him 
only ?S for two da3~s. Ho complained of it, 
and wont away threatening to make tliom 
pay many timos that sum boforo ho got 
through. 


Ou Tuesday morning, April 20, a (Cow 


seconds after 7 o'clock, Mr. Bodoll was en- 
gaged in loading an oxpros* wagon with 
carpets in front of his place of business, 
whon Jacobson cnmo toward him with a 2J- 
caliber pistol in his hand, 'What was said, 
if anything, before tho fatal shot was tired 
probably no ono but Jacobson knows. There 
was a rumor that ho domandor n. dollar from 
Bedell, und that Bedell told hitn ho owed him 
no dollar. But it is far moro probable that 
uot a word was said, and that ho w;us not so 
much as seon by Bedell, who was stooping 
over njid lifting tho col-pots, until the pistul, 
hold 
close 
to 
his 
face, 
was 
lirexl. 


The 
ball 
entered 
the 
right eye, 


and passed inward and upward to tho cra- 
nial cavity, where .it lodged. 'Jlio unfortu- 
nate man, with uplifted haodi and bloody 
face, ran toward tho front dcor of James 
ilooney's nows depot, noxt door north of his 
own, 
crying, "Jim, I am stiot;1' but turned 


suddenly and ran toward tho barber shop 
next door south of liis own place. Ins'teod nf 
entering, however, he descended the cellar 
stops a short distance, as if. unconscious 
which way he was going. Then he was taken 
into the barber shop, and finally to his own 
office. Then he sat down and called for 
water to wash tho blood from his hands; and 
that was tho lo«t time he spoko. He was car- 
ried to his home, and expired there at S:oU 
o'clock tho next morning. 


Jacobsou made no attempt to escape, and 


was immediately arrested and locked up. 
He expressed no regret for tho deed, and was 
perfectly sober at the time it was com- 
mitted. He saW, however, bo did not intend 
to kill his victim, but to scare him, and that 
ho would just as soon hang for it as not. 
His lawyer nt tho trial pleaded guilty in 
hopes of procuring for his client a sentence 
of 
imprisonment, but tho judge passed 


sentence of death upon him, tho scene in 
court at the timo being a romarkalilo 
one, 
Tho prisoner exhibited tho utmost 


levity and recklessness and said tho sentence 
was "jolly," ho folt "happy as 'B big sun- 
flower," etc. 
On tho other hand Judge 


Williamson mado no secret of tho fact^that ha 
had asked for Divino guidance in deciding 
tho case, and as ho read his sentence tho 
tears flowed fast down his face and he was 
so overcome with emotion that he was com- 
pelled to stop reading several times. Thore 
was an attempt 
mado to get Governor 


Hamilton to commute tho sentence to im- 
prisonment for • life, and among those who 
advocated this woro the Socialists of the 
city, who at several moatings denounced tho 
propo-iod hanging and declared 
that if 


Jacohson had been wealthy and able to 
employ eminent counsel, he would not have 
been convicted. 


Tho governor, however, was firm, and 


when the prisoner became suro ho would be 
hung ho gavo way to the fears, and not until 
then was llr.- Koerner enabled to make any 
religious impression upon him.

Tbo roofs of Now York form an interesting 


subject for study. Tlaoro aro half a dozen points 
from which thoy can bo scon—Trinity Btoepla, 
tho Fiold building, tho produco-oxchango 
tower, thu Equitable company's roof, and the 
Int, broad ridgo polo of tho Western Union 
.milding, But tho most popular uud com- 
fortable point of view, and tho only ono that 
affords a good view of Brooklyn in the b.ar- 
jnin, is tlio East River bridgo. From tho 
:lp;host point on tho curving footpath ono 
fully realizes tho fact that noarly 250,001) 
roofs lie below—100,000 -iii Brooklyn and 
135,000 in tho principal city. At first tho 
:cono is bowiluoring, and thu eyo rofusos to 
bring instant order out of tho confusion of 
chimnoy pots, pipes, signs, polos, wires, and 
hotfte of tin mid ulato; but a minute of fixed 
Utnntion straightens tho tnuglo out, and tho 
spectator is ablo to scan tho scene intelli- 
gently, especially when ho takes note of a soc- 
ionofitatatimo.' Myriad threads of smoke, 
cores of town and steeples, a forest of rail- 
ngs and posts, and countless flapping flags 
lolpod tho first bewilderment, and this was 
'urthcr increased by tho misty indistiuctnoss 
if thoso most distant roofs which soom to lio 
lose under tho Palisados and beyond thu 
lurrod folingo of Central part 
In what is left of old Now York there ore 
inny pitched roofs rising from low gutters 
0 high ridgo polos, and among them are 
somo that nro covered with bent earthenware 
tiles. A long lino of these on Fiilton street 
cjtlls to mind the views ai*tista have sketched 
of atroet scones in Antwerp, Less precipitous 
housetop!?, coated with shinglos, aro to bo 
seen on every -hand when the oyo turns to- 
ward Brooklyn. There tho brightest spot in 
all tho broad expanse spread out on every 
hand Is a lino of luxuriant gardens between 
tho Fulton and Wall street forrios. 
Tho 


gaudy flowers and umbrageous trees, the 
garden paths, summer houses, and squares 
of groen lawn 
mislead 
tho senses into 


tho belief that this is a row of ordinary gar- 
dens, yet those aro merely tho roofs of tho 
ri voreido storehouses covered with earth and 
planted with vegetation. Tho roof of thoso 
storage buildings reach to tho basements of 
tho mansions of Columbia heights, and tho 


..rich residents thero would havo no gardens 
if thoso roofs wore loft bare. Rounded green 
treutops, shivering in tho breezes, peop be- 
tween tlie roofs all ovor Brooklyn. 
, Close to tho bridgo on tho Now York side 
are .many blocks of tenements, and tlicir 
roofs aro very interesting. Nearly all are 
fenced in at tho sides, and muny of them are 
boarded over. Mo-lorn roofs aro noarly flat, 
and tenement roofs in such crowdod districts 
as this aro equipped with clothes poles and 
linos from which drying garmentsai'o always 
waving, for since each family has tho uso 
of tho liuos on its own particular day 
of tho week, it may bo said to bo always wash 
day in these neighborhoods. But the teno- 
inont roofs aro too precious to bo given up to 
clothes drying exclusively. Thoy offer a de- 
Jightfut retreat from tho closo and stifling 
atmosphere of tho crowded buildings. 
So it 


happens that thoso who cross tlio bridge at 
daybreak in tho summer time often see men 
and boys stretched out asleep ui>on tho bare 
boards or upon mattresjos brought up thorn 
for the purpose, and during the last hour of 
daylight, when all tho young people are homo 
from tho workshops, ono frequently sees 
young men and women whirling over the 
boards to tho music of an accordion ui tho 
Lands of a youth seated out of tho way of tho 
doncors on tho stone coping of tho side wall 
of tho building. 


On other tenement roofs, seated in tlio 


shadows of drying shoots or counterpanes, 
aro sowing women and groups of talkative 
girls, while perched on chimnoy tops or on 
the very edges or the lofty platforms, little 
boys send their kites up into tho sluggish air 
curronts overhead. Shrewd advertisers who 
havo noted tho advantages of places in the 
range of near vision from tho busy bridgo, 
havo painted on other roofs tho names of 
patent medicines, now sowing-machines and 
other wares, and other roofs are otherwise 
utilized for. business. Ono is given up to 
racks for drying pottery, another to long 
lines of split canos for chair seats. Hides 
hang on framos on yot another roof, and 
hero and thero tee sun touches tho slanting 
windows of tt photographer's coiling aud 
turns it into a sheot of dazzing light. 
•, At night nourly all the roofs are shadowy 
and dark. Tho towers and chimnoys show 
indistinctly above a dun Uno of dull brown. 
Ono roof, however, is distinguished nmong 
all others. .It seems to bo covered with a 
moss of little yellow globes. It is tho top o£ 
an up-towr. thoatro littered with tables, 
chairs, and 
flowering-plants in pots and 


boxes. The little globos are lamps arranged 
in arches overhead to illuminate this aerial 
garden.

mand,
